SPRINGFIELD, III., Jan. 8}—The Senatorial 
conflict was of a more an ing character 
to-day, and the situation was decidedly more 
mixed. At the Logan Bureau there was a 
revival of music by the and the drums 
and cymbals were poun with about the 
same intensity as on Monday, In fact, there 
was a general love-feast, and the managers 
of the swarthy Egyptian were in better 
spirits than ever. The dlaim which they 
made last evening, to the effect that they 
had captured James, the succeasful candi- 
date for the Speakership, turns out to be 
partially true. About 6 o’tlock last evening 
the trade was consummated. and James 
REALIZED HIS MESS OF POTTAGE. 

u was agreed that, whenever the proper time 
came, the followers of Shaw should be 
turned over to James, on BSonsideration of 
the latter’s pledge to vote for Logan on one 
ballot during the caucus, dames was inter- 
viewed by your corr 
knowledged the corn. He 
to have the Speakersbip, 
the purpose, and, if a little 
once for Logan would 
prize, he would 
to do it. Politi 
remarked, sometimes compelled people to do 
what they did not like to. To say that the 
consternation in the Farwell camp on the 
discovery of James’ apostacy was intense, 
mildly expresses it. Filkin bit his mus- 
tache and Jim Root tore his hair. Charley 
Reed, who has been confined to his room ail 
day, was so utterly disgusted that he took to 
his bed and remained nearly all day. 

THE OGLESBY FACTION 
were equally disappointed. They enter- 
tained hopes that James would remain con- 


stant until the last man left the 
ship, aud when the sorrowful 
tale was made public John Stillwell 


threw up the sponge for a short time, and 
went off to visit some old-time friends, 
with whom he hoped to find a consolation 
that could not be obtained in the political 
atmosphere of the Leland. Ed Filkins, John 
Bunn, Charley Reed, and Jim Root sent a 
pressing dispatch to Charley Farwell appris- 
ing him of the situation, and urging his 
speedy coming to this city. He replied that 
he would be here on Friday morning. 

TO-NIGHT 
the Logan fellows are more than exhuberant 
witb joy. They claim to hold seventy votes, 
but this is more the result of a lively imagi- 
nation than a positive fact. During the day 
they have been endeavoring to form a coali- 
tion with the Greenbackers, one or two of 
whom are old-time personal friends of the 
Big Indian. Springer, the Cook County 
manager and head.centre of the Fiat party, 
denies this, but Long Jones admits it, though 
he declines to state with what result. 

PAT POPE, 

formerly a lawyer in Cairo, who enjoys the 
dubious honor of being a law partner of Dan 
Munn, and here trying to manipulate the 
doubtful members of the Cook County dele- 
gations again, essayed to capture Art- 
ley, the Socialist Senator, but his attempt 
was a fruitless one. This distinguished 
limb of the law occupies a room with George 
White and Dave Clark, of Chicago, and his 
efforts to fix things with the former are 
more than laughable. He has not yet tried 
his hand on Dave Clark, and the latter is 
just aching for an opportunity to tell him 
what he thinks of dulldozing. Dur- 
ing the afternoon there were rumors that the 
disappointed friends of Morrison, the un- 
successful candidate for Speaker, would to- 
morrow make a quasi bolt on the organiza- 
tion of the House, for the purpose of letting 
Logan know how they regarded his treachery 
to their candidate in selling him ont for 
James. When the latter heard the rumor 
his face blanched for an instant. This was 
something he did not expect, and he im- 
mediately began setting up the pins to 
counteract it. 
MORRISON, 
though very sore over his defeat, declined to 
have anything to do with the movement, and 
no donbt his declination did much to squelch 
it. Some three or four of his warm per- 
sonal friends were heartily in favor of it, 
and, if they could have secured any aid from 
the other factions, there is no doubt but 
what they would try iton. For the present, 


| however, it is dead, though there is no know- 


ing what may be sprung to-morrow fore- 
noon. 

There was less animation at the Oglesby 
headquarters, for the reason that there was 
no brass band at the door.

Mrs. R. M. Springer, of 
Chicago, will get the nomination for Post- 
mistress. The Socialist members of the 
House are quietly quartered here, and occa- 
sion no interest. It is understood that they 
will nominate John McAuliffe for Senator, in 
accordance with the instructions of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the party. 

It is not likely that the Governor's mes- 
sage will be presented to-morrow. The Sen- 
ate is ready to receive it. The House may 
perfect its organization to-morrow afternoon, 
and then adjourn till Monday next, which 
the Senate also seems inclined to do. To- 
morrow afternoon the latter will hold a cau- 
cus for the purpose of arranging the com- 
mittees.

Now it said no 
commissions are paid unless a subscriber orders 
$100,000 worth in six months, thus confirming 
the payment of commissions to banks. | This 
criticism is based op a misunderstanding of the 
effect of the new circuiar. The sole 
object of the Secretary is to encourage 
subscriptions to che 4 ver cent loan, and 
to conduct the business of refunding im such a 
manner that the aggregate of the commissions 
paid under the new arrangement will be

MR. THURMAN’S LETTER. 

WASHINGTON CirY, Jan, 6, 1879.— Mesars. John 
D. Sullivan, A. D. Heffner, and others, Comm t- 
tee, Columbus, O.—My Dear Sins: I fully ex- 
pected to attend the banquet on the Sth inst. 
at Columbus, and to enjoy that reunion of 
political and personal friends on a day so mem- 
orable in the history of the Republic, and so 
much cherished by its Democracy; but, at the 
last moment, and to my great regret, I find 
that it will pot be in my power to have that 
pleasure. I am just beginning to recover from 
a severe cold that has afflicted me for a week or 
more, and I cannot but recognize the fact that 
it would be imprudept for me, in such. ex- 
tremely cold weather, to make a trip requiring 
800 miles travel and crossing the mountains 
twice. 

Permit me to offer a few reflections upon the 
toast, ** Jacksonian Democracy,’’ the theme on 
which | was appointed to speak. Of course 
some other speaker will take my place, and do 
justice to the subject; but the privilege may be 
accorded to me of jotting down some very brief 
and pertinent observations. I wish to recaii at- 
tention to some of the most marked character- 
istics of the Democracy of the time of Andrew 
Jackson.

Wasuinoron, D. C., Jan. 8.—The death of 
Representative Hartridge, of Georgia, was a sad 
and unexpected event. He had been ill but a 
few days, and it was announced yesterday that 
be was out of danger. Indeed, Do telegrams 
were sent to his wile until 22 night, and 
before Mrs. Hartridge could start for Wasning- 
ton he was dead. Mr. Hartridge was a man 
who had not reached middle life, but who oecu- 
pied the foremost rank at the Georgia 
Bar. lle entered Congress with  reiuct- 
ance, and declined to be renominated 
after. an experience of two terms. 
He was a scholar, an able lawyer, a pure man, 
and his death is deeply mourned by members of 
both parties. Congress, as is the custom when 
a member of either House dies during a session, 
adjourned. 

The funeral services will be held in the hall of 
the House of Representatives to-morrow after- 
noon at 3 o'clock. ‘Tne two Houses of Congress 
will attend the services, and the Chaplains of 
the House and Senate will officiate. At the 
conclusion of the services the members of both 
Houses will foliow the remains to the depot.

When the party came they said they 
wanted Fairfax. The witness’ story corre- 
sponded with that of Branch. He was shot 
while looking out of a window trying to recog- 
nize the assailants a buckshot passed through 
the window-pape and entered witness’ shoulder. 
Witness got out of the house and ran home 
through a corn-field. After having his wound 
dressed he took to the woods. ‘here were sev- 
eral others in the woods. They had all heard 
that the white men from other parishes were 
inquiring for them, and they wanted to hide 
themselves. On the Tuesday following the at- 
tack on Fairfax the killing of negroes began. 
Some eighty negroes were killed altogether. I 
ran away and cume to New Orleans. Have been 
bere ever since. Was acquainted with many of 
the persons who were killed, and named five. 
It was rumored that eighty were killed. I have 
never heard that anybody was called to account 
lor the shooting at Fairfax's house, 

Viola W allace (colored) was then sworn. Is a 
resident of Tensas. Witness’ testimony was 
similar to that of Branch and Kennedy, She 
Was in the house at the time of the disturbance 
and killing of Willie Singleton. It was reported 
that eighty colored people were killed by bull- 
dozers. Witness named five of those killed. 
only saw one of the negroes after being 
killed. This one was Charley Bethel. He was 
shot, and had his throat cut. This was after 
Register's men came, and while they were in 
the parish. ILhis was about two weeks after the 
attack on the house of Fairfax. Register was 
Sheriff.” 

Rebecca Ross (colored) sworn: is a resident 
of Leusas, and Was present at the disturbance 
in Fairfax’s house. Witness’ testimony was 
cor-oborative of the three previous witnesses, 
and she testified that she came away because she 
heard that the white peopie said all the colored 
— at Fairfax’s that night would have to 
eave. a 
Ged Ralston, a planter, testified that be ran 
for the Legislature on an Independent ticket in 
lensas. He has always affiliated with the Dem- 
ocratic party. The candidates on the Independ- 
ent ticket were all Democrats. Witness stated 
that the ontrages in the parish bad a bad effect 
upon the laborers, and many ef them have left 
the parish.

E. C. tuth (colored), of Tensas,jstated that he 

was a Justice of the Peace. He saw the body of 
a hegru boy Who was killed by a company of 
armed men Oct. 19. Two hundred colored men 
in his ward were forced to join the Democratic 
Club, and then received certificates entitling 
them to protection. Witness testified to otber 
acts ol lawicsstess.- 
R. J. Walker (colored), of Tensas, repeated the 
testimony already given. He stated that from 
fear of personal trouble he published a card in 
a parish paper advising the negroes to support 
the regular Democratic ticket.

GEN. EWING’S SPEECH. 

At the close of the reading of the Thurman 
letter, Gen. Tom Ewing addressed the assem- 
blage as follows: 

We are met to commemorate the public life 
of one who, next to Jefferson, best represented 
the dundamental idea of Democratic Govern- 
ment,—** equal rights to all, special privileges 
to none.“ Our Republic at its birth cast off the 
more obvious devices of government by which 
aristocracies through all time have subjugated 
the masses. Orders of nobility, laws of primo- 
geniture and entail, life-tenures of political of- 
tices, exemption of classes or interests from 
taxation—all were swept away. But in Wash- 
ington’s first term our forefathers unfortunately 
transplanted here a scion of the Bank of Eu- 

land, incorporated as the Bankof the United 

at es,“ and so/d to that private corporation the 
sovereign powerto make money, and thus to 
rule the business of the people by changing at 
pleasure the vaiues of their labor and property. 
Hamilton and the lovers of a strong Govern- 
ment favored the bank, so did Madison and 
most of the State Rights Republicans: and 
Washington, too, who sat peeriess above 
all party classification. The unerring instinct 
of Jefferson alone saw and condemned in it the 
evil principle of an alliance between the Goy- 
ernmeut anda class,and the surrender of a 
sovereign prerogative to a favored few, which 
would in time breed a money aristocracy such 
as bas ever sat behind all thrones and chairs of 
State, and, enriching itself by the subtle devices 
of power, brought the masscs to poverty and 
the nation to decay. 

Renewed in 1516 without serious opposition, 
except from Jefferson, who stubbornly main- 
tained that the General Government alone 
should issue the paper currency, the bank 
reached the end of its second lease of power in 
the last term of Andrew Jackson. Established 
by the Fathers of the Republic; its constitution- 

ity settled by the Supreme Court; its power 
and its capital swollen four-fold; sustained by 
the press, by the great commercial and mapu- 
facturing interests, by all the Whig party, and 
by a powerful wing of the Democracy—a re- 
newal of its charter seemed a foregone conelu- 
sion. Every consideration of party concord and 
of administration success appealed to Juck- 
son to let the bank alone. A weak man, or a 
strong but selfish man, or one who saw no evil 
principles in bank money and Government alli- 
auce with the bank, would have favored or ac- 
quiesced in a renewal of its lite. But, diamiss- 
ing Duane from his Cabinet,—driving from his 
party Rives, Wise, Tallmadge, Williams, the 

Grahams, the Strongs, and other powerful lead- 
ers,—amid a storm of denunciation from the 
giants of the Senate,—Old Hickory struck down 
the bank, and vindicated the vital principle of 
Democracy that the Government should have no 
private corporation for a mistress to share or 
usurp its sovereign power. 

This memorable conflict is often spoken of as 
a fight for “hard money against soft 
money.“ for ** mint drops ’ against rage,“ by 
men who have learned by rote the catenwords 
of the contest, but never learned its purpose. 
Said Jackson, in his farwell address: cor- 
porations which create the paper money cannot 
be relied on to keep the circulating medtum 
uniform in amount.” Aud in his message, in 
1829, he said: I submit to the wisdom of the

My friends, we have not met to 
discuss or elaborate the merits of the Governor 
of Ohio, but we have come together to celebrate 
or keep in memory one of the grandest events 
that ever occurred on the American Continent. 
There is no battle iv the American history the 
anniversary of which is celebrated so universally 
aud with the same patriotism as the battle of 
New Orleans. it was our nation’s greatest 
victory over the greatest Power not only of 
Christendom, but of the world. The young 
Republic, at that time but scarcely out Of its 
swaddling clothes, awaited with fear aud trem- 
bling the approach of the giant who threatened 
its destruction, but the soldiers of the American 
Republic, then as ever, and then as now, were 
equal tothe great emergency they were called 
to face. ‘he great and glorious Jackson, im- 
bued with a courage as exalted and a patriotism 
as pure as ever animated the breast of a hero, 
saved the Union. Afterwards, by the enforcement 
of his principles of rectitude, he again rescued 
his country from anarchy and possible destruc- 
tion, since when the principles he advocated 
with such stern and unflinching devotion have 
formed the foundation-stone upon which 
Democracy built its temple, and which has led 
the party Victorjous through the strife of many 
pi with untarnished honor and undiminished 
E ory. 

Tue celebration of to-day is, therefore. prop- 
erly the celebfation of the birth of our party, 
Its career has been long and honorabie; its ſu- 
ture aims are exalted and praiseworthy. And 
titis brings me to speak ot our own noble State 
and the important part she plave in national 

lities. When the battle of New Orleans was 
ought Ohio was but a vewly-adopted child in 
the Republic. Her fertile fields were at that 
time covered with forests, the haunts of wild 
beasts and still wilder men.

- gooD NEWS FOR THE STOCKHOLDERS. 

Judge Ferwell vesterday delivered the lone- 
expected opinion in the case of S. D. Ward. Re- 

er, vs. J. V. Farwell and the other stock- 
bolders of the defunct Republic Life-Insurance 

Company, which came up on demurrer to the 

pill. The decision, however, disposes of the 
"ease practically, though the complainam's coun- 
sel asked for time to sce whether the bill could 
be amended. 

The Judge said the questions involved were 
yery important, and he bad given the matter 
unusual consideration. The statute on which 
the proceedings were based was a new one which 


bad not been construed, the amount involved 
was very large, and numerous parties were in- 
terested in the result. The bill set up that 
pursuant to authority 
given him by the statute and the provisions of 
law on that subject, had instituted asuit against 
the Republic Life-insurance Company by filing 
2 petition in the Circuit Court. In that peti- 
tion the Auditor stated that he had caused an ex- 
amination to be made of the Insurance Com- 

nz 's affairs, and that from the examination 
de found the condition of the Company was 
such astorender its further continuation in

There were sume 
reasons why the stockholders should have a 
chance to be heard when the Court proposed to 
destroy the Company, and render that worthiess 
which might be very valuable; Could the of- 
ficers of a corporation who, perhaps, had not a 
doliar’s interest be made parties, and yet let 
the stockholders remain ignorant of what was 
going on! ‘The stockholders and creditors were 
most interested. Before the dissolution of the 
corporation they were like the owners of a ship, 
Dut after the dissolution they had a right to 
pick the ship to pieces, andetake the wreck. 

In conclusion, the Judge remarked that he 
had not considered the question of the validity 
of the scheme by which the stock was cut down 
and full-paid certiticates issued instead, as he 
did noc consider it necessary 04 the motion. The 
demurrers were, however, well taken, and must 
be sustamed. He did not think the bill could 
be amended, but was willing to give the counsel 
time, if they chose, to see what could be done. 

Mr. O. K. A. Hutchiuson said he hoped no 
order wouid be made for a week or so until Mr. 
Jewett, his associate, returned to the city, Tuis 
was agreed to by the Judge. This virtually 
disposes of the case, as the Judge holds 
the present suit .cannot be maintained at ail 
until after final bearing and decree in the sult 
by the Auditor.

THE INDIAN QUESTION. 


Sheridan’s Raid on the Indian Bureau. 
St. Paul Pioneer- Preas, 

It was, perhaps, inevitable that the contro- 
versy upon the Indian questioa should draw 
into an attitude of mutual recrimination the 
‘two branches of the service—the Indian Bureau 
and the army—whose relations necessarily bring 
them into partial cooperation or conflict in the 
practical administration of Indian affairs. It 
Was at any rate inevitable that their mutual 
jealousies should be aggravated by the pending 
propusition to transfer the Indian Bureau to 
the War Department. The chief active work of 
a army has been to prevent or suppress hos- 
tilities, which, it seems to be generally agreed, 
have been largely provoked by the bad manage- 
ment of the Indians. The officers at military 
posts iu close proximity to the Indian Agencies 
are apt to be sharp and vigilant, if not always 
impartial, observers of the causes of the 
threatened or actual Indian troubles, which call 
them from their comfortable barracks mto long 
aod bard campaigns in which success is almost 
hopeless and always inglorious. i 

Gen. Sheridan produces abundant evidence in 
the shape of reports from military officers, and 
expects therefrom that his strictures are, in a 
broad and general sense, if not universally and 
literally, true; that civil maladministration has 
been at the bottom of nearly all the indian 
difficulties, and that fraud and corruption have 
diverted from the Indians a large part of the 
supplies appropriated for them. The report of 
Lieut. Lee, who haa charge of the Spotted Tail 
Agency from March 8, 1877, to June 30, 1878, 
reveais a fearfully rotten state of things at that 
Agency. it was discovered, for example, that 
the, Indian Agent, Howard, had been issuing 
rations and other supplies on paper for nearly 
double the number of Indians he actually sup- 
plied; that one MeCanu, who had a number 
of transvortation contracts, was systemat- 
ically . engaged in diverting the supplies 
of corn, beans, sugar, and other ar- 
ticles frotm the destination to whica they 
were ordered to the Black Hills and other 
points, where he sold them and pur the pro- 
ceeds in his own pocket; that the Indtaus had 
been babitually robbed by the Agent, in collu— 
sion with the contractors, of their supplies of 
beef, and the whole system is so contrived as to 
afford abundant opportunities for the practice 
of every variety. of raacalitvy by a few intelli- 
gent knaves in charge of thousands of ignorant 
savages, on whose simplicity thev can readily 
impose. Gen. Sheridan appends to his report a 
great number of abstracts of reports on file in 
his office from militarv ollicers relating to frauds 
observed by them, copies of which were for- 
warced when received to the War Department, 
and which Gen. Sheridan assumes were traps- 
ferred to the lodian Bureau, and he takes occa- 
siop to make a neat retort upon Secretary 
Schurz that he can there tind the information he 
secks, It is to be regretted that the contro- 
versy on the Indian question has assumed a 

hase which almost forces Secretary Schurz 
into the false position of defending the 
faults of a system which be has been 
‘earnestly engaged in trving to reform. No one 
is better aware than he of the wide-spread and 
Systematic frauds which have beeu practiced by 
Indian Agenis and contractors. No one has 
done so much as he to root out. punish, and 
correct these abuses. He has probably an hon- 
est but evidentiy a very incompetent assistant 
in the present chief of the Indian Bureau, who 
habitually practices the very Worst faults of the 
system which be most loudiy condemned before 

e was put in charge of the ludian Otlice. The 

ystem was too strong for him. and it is appar- 
utiy too strong eren for Secretary Schurz, at 
cast tothe extent that, being obliged to trust 
he practical management of Indian. affairs 
biefly to his subordinates and bis corps of 
Herks, he is apt to be so largely influenced by

airs rarely reaches him except irom indépendent

sense of having narrowly escaped shipwreck 
and death myself. There were three startling 
incidents connected with the trip. The sailing 
oi the saip was so Ominous of danger that un- 
der other circumstances I should have been ae- 
terred from taking passage. But 1 had entire 
confidence in the safety of the Hamburg Line. 
and it was necessary for me to make the trip 
with as little delay and discbmiort as possible. 
Mv wiſe was very feeble and in great trouble. 
She had a voung babe, and our other children 
along were small. Soit was desirable to sail 
from Havre direct, instead of taking the round- 
about and fatiguing route from Paris to Liver- 
pool. 

„For a couple of weeks béfore starting I had 
been watching the weather with a great deal of 
concern, but We were all (my family and J) 80 
anxious to get home that we started, arriving at 
Havre from Paris on the evemug of the 25th of 
October. 

Tue vessel was to sail on the 26th. We ar- 
rived the night before. and the storm already 
predicted was on hand. The next morning the 
gulis were flying, the spray was bursting over 
the breakwaters, and the waves were piling 
against the lighthouses. The harbor was crowd- 
ed with ships and pilot boats. and notuing could 
live inthe sea. The french steamer Periere lay 
alongside of the Pommerauia. but neither went 


out. We did not sail until the next day, the 
th, and then, in getting out of the harbor, 
ran into a vessel, breaking a bole in the engi- 


peer’s room; and a big steamer gave us a 
squeeze which tully tested the framework of 
our ship. 

„We had taken passage in the Pommerania so 
late that all the cabins were occupied but one, 
and that was small aud uncomfortable. ‘The 
Captain, Commodore Schwensen, was very kind 
tous. He gave us his room—a bed and sitting 
room communicating. It was a beautiful room, 
and was filled with touching and valuable fam 
ily souvenirs. Two swords worn by Commodore 
Schwensen when a soldier were crossed over the 
door. There were his pistols and other prized 
souvenirs. On one side of the room hung apho- 
tograph of bis daugiiter, who had recently died. 
She was a young lady, beautiful, sweet, and 
charming, and on the opposite side we noticed 
the photograph of agrave. There was the view 
of a statue, apparentiy from lite, of this 
daug)iter. aud sorubbery and flowers 
decorating ber grave. he was buried 
somewhere in Germany. Tne Commodore 
knew we had recentiv lost one -of our 
children, and he was exceedingly kind to us. 
We became very well acquainted with him He 
became verv fond of our two little girls, and 
they loved bim. He gave each one of them a 
photograph and a button off his coat, which 
they prize highly. Never was there a man more 
vigilant in the discharge of his duty. in bad 
weather he never Icft the bridge by night or 
day, or had anything to say to any of the passen- | 
gers. If we saw the Commodore come down to 
his room we always kuew that all was right 
with the ship. 

% We started out of port with the fast French 
steamer Pereire in line. A French and German 
steamer had never sailed together before. It 
was rather a race.

think. The Government is too strong for that 
ver. Nor will sbe eradicate Socialism by the 
measures she has adopted; Socialism is too 
strong for that. If Socialism in Germany were 
confined to the poorer and more ignorant classes, 
as in other Continental countrics, especially 
France, these vigorously repressive measures 
would effectueily suppress and crush it. But in 
Germany it originated among educated persons, 
and pervades every class of society. 
There are Professors in the Univer- 
sitice—one of whom, Dr. Duhring in Berlin 
has beep removed—Protessors in the Gymnasia, 
teachers in the schools, and officers in the army 
who are Socialists. Hence in one sense the 
situation here is critical. A little more pressure 
may produce at the end of two vears another 
48. instead of that gomplete subjection or au- 
nilutation which the Chancellor expects. Cer- 
tainly other nations will Watch with deep ioter- 
est the progress of the Anti-Socialist law in 
Germany during the next two years, The Em- 


] peror, in his afldress to the Mayor and City 


Council of Cassel, said the danger to society 
and covernmeut is a common one, and he ex- 
pressed the bope that other nations will unite 
with Germany and pass such a law for the sup- 
pression of the common danger.”

GOLDEN COMPLIMENTS. 


Address of The California Englishmen to 
Lord Beaconsfield. 

From the account of the presentation to Lord 
Beaconsfield of an address in a gold box from 
Englishmen residing in California, we extract 
the following from the London Standard of 
Dec. 20: : 

„Mr. Harrison, as heading the deputation, 
said be represented a large number of the sons 
of England in California who regarded Lord 
Beaconsfield as the foremest man in ali the 
world. [Applause,} It was the desire of the 
British residents in the country from 
which he came to state to bis Lordship that 
long before the Berlin Conference they had 
placed the utmost confidence and trust 
in him. They nad some twelve or thirteen 
cruisers lying in their harbor, with between 
600,000 and 700,000 tons of wheat; and, 
if it had been the policy of her Majesty's Gov- 
ernment then to have declared war, those for 
whom he spoke must have been for a time ruin- 
ed. But they would have sacrificed ali that 
rather than that theinterests of England should 
have suffered. [Applause.] There was atime 
when England’s foreign policy was very differ- 
ent from what it was at present, and when they 
felt that their position was not pleasant. (Hear, 
hear.| They had been told that a nation which 
had made nations was about to unmake itself. 

Hear, hear]; that a world-famous army was to 

e reduced to a corporal’s guard, and that the 
Admiralty simply used the navy of England as 
consisting of so many playthings. They did pot 
believe it. [Hear, bear.] They were con- 
vinced there would be one man in Eu- 

land big enough and strong enough to step 
orward and speak out the country’s feelings, 
to say, ‘Tous far and no further shall you 
go.’ That man was Lord Beaconsfield, and Eu- 
giand had still another chapter to write in his- 
tory. [Applause.] His Lordship’s ideas and 
views were those which were consistent with 
the conditions and circumstances of a great Em- 
pire. Applause.] They wished England to 
speak with emphasis whenever her voice was 
heard; and her present Prime Minister was a 
nobleman who spoke out emphatically. When 
his Lordship returned from Berlin, the British 
residents in California rejoiced with the people 
of London; they rejoi still, and the expres- 
sions contained in the address which he would 
now read were most cordially and sincerely 
entertained. That address. be might add, was 
the composition of a lady. [Applause.} Mr. 
Harrison proceeded to read the address, which 
was placed in a magnificent casket, and handed 
to the Premier. amid hearty applause, by Mas- 
ter Alexander Forbes, of San Francisco. The 
address was as follows: 

„% the ght Honorable the Earl of Beaconsa- 
fied, K. G.:—***We, British residents of Cali- 
fornia, have the honor to approach your Lord- 
ship with this expression of our high appre- 
ciation of the brilliant statesmanshio evinced by 
vou in the late Europeau crisis. We | have 
watched with interest and pride the 8 
triumphs which your Lordship’s genius won 
our beloved country, and we recognize that your 
far-seeing policy has elevated the natio 
name, consolidated the Empire, and : 
Britons, however far removed, to feel that the 
tie which binas them to the mother country 
was never closer than now. When peace aud 
war trembled in the balance, and the destinies 


of nations hung upon mighty issues, 
your Lordsbip’s wise counsels and firm 
attitude tu the scale, secured to Eurove an 


honorable veace, assured civil and religious liber- 
ty to oppressed races. and inaugurated a reign 
of order and tranquillity where anarchy and op- 
pression were riie. Another isie historie 
fame is added to England’s vast possessions; 
another gem sparkles in the diadem of our Em- 
press-Queen. ‘These brilliant achievements 
ustly entitle your Lordship to the grateful 
omage of every true Bnton’s heart. We in 
California send glad greetings across the sea, 
and congratulate her Most Gracious Majesty 
and the British nation in having during the late 
crisis intrusted Engiand’s unsullied bonpr and 
unbounded resources to such worthy keeping. 
Long may vour Lordship continue at the bead 
of affairs, to wield your potent influencein the 
high interests of liberty and civilization.’ With 
respect and gratitude for the invaluable services 
rendered to our beloved Queen and country, 
8 us to subscribe ourselves your Lordship’s 
aithful servants.’ 

„The address (which is very numerously 
signed) is in its way unique, and is an equisite 
work of decorative art. The limited space it 
must occupy in its resting-place necessarily cur- 
tailed its dimensions, and it therefore took the 
form of a long vellum scroll 36 inches in length 
by 10 inches, attached to a roller of exactly the 
same width, covered with rich watered crimson 
siik. The edges of the scroll are bound round 
about with the same material, and have at the 
top a ucatly- arranged ribbon, also of crimson 
silk, wherewith to tie the address when bound 
tightly up. The whole then goes into a very 
compact form not more than two inches by ten. 
Round the outer margin, upon a narrow band, 
are inscribed the names of all the British pos- 
sessions, including the latest acquisition— 
Cyprus. A florid sixteenth century ornament, 
Flowing iv brilliant colors aud burnished 
gold, enriches the upper portion, and 
runs for a considerable distance down 
the left margin. Pendent from the 
ornamentation at the top is the British ensign, 
— the flag that floats on every sea,’—surmount- 
ed by the Imperial crown. At the left corner, 
within a large inclosed circular space, are em- 
blazoned the arms of the Earl of Beaconsfield, 
a must effective and striking armorial shied, 
divided per saltire gules and argent with the 
various charges depicted on it. The ribvon and 
motto of the Order of the Garte® encircle the 
shieid. The supporters, an eagle and a lion, 
both in gold, and bearing small red shields, are 
suspended from their collars, each charged with 
a tower, argent, and the ancient arms of the 
family of Disraeli. The arms are supported oy 
the Eari’s coronet and crest,—a tower pripre 
towered.—and the motto, ‘ Forti nihil difficile,’ 
on a scroll underneath. The large initial letters 
commencing with the dedication are all richly 
illuminated, and the text of the address is 
clearly engrossed in black letter. It is 
terminated by fifteen autographs, and 
across the foot is a band of rich ornament, 
having in the centre a miniature painting very 
effectively done, à view of Larnaca (one of the 
harbors of Cyprus) from tne sea, with an Eu- 
glisn man-of-war, avd boats enlivening the 
scene in front, and with the buildings along the 
shore brilliant in the sunshine, and the bright 
purple bills towering up into the sky. The 
casket containing tLe address is twelve foches 
in length, and is made entirely of California 
silver and gold; the body of silver and the or- 
naments of gold. I front are the Royal arms, 
in relief with mosaic panels. and on either side 
are panels of polished gold quartz. At the 
back iu relief, in chaste gold, is a view of the 
Golden Gate entrance to San Francisco Harbor, 
and at either end are reliefs of a British soldier, 
a Gourka, a British sailor, a Sepoy, and a Volun- 
teer, with the motto. Defense, not Defiance,’ 
und ‘Ready, aye Ready.“ The cover of the cas- 
ket bears the arms of the noble Earl, and speci- 
mens of the polished ores of Caliiornian gold, 
silver. ete., are set in the casket, which is in- 
closed in a case of Californian maple.”

The Receiver of the Fidelity Savings Bank 
of Chicago will go to Washing on in a few 
days to urge the passage of the bill abating, 
as to such insolvent concerns, all Govern- 
ment taxes which may have been assessod 
against them during their solvency and re- 
mained uncollected at the time of their fail- 
ure. He goes armed with a petition signed 
by several thousand of the unfortunate de- 
positors, protesting against the collection 
out of their seanty remainder of a Govern- 
ment tax which they do not think they owe, 
although the defunct corporation may have 
done so. The present status of the bill is 
this: It was prepared and submitted to 
a member of the Committee of Ways and 
Means (Mr. Burcuarp) early in December, 
and, being approved by him, was introduced 
in the House and referred to that Commit- 
tee. Individual members of the Ways and 
Means gave private assurances of their in- 
tention to support the measure, and report 
the bill on the first convenient occasion ; 
and other Representatives indicated fayor- 
able intentions in regard to it when it shal! 
come before the House. This is well as 
far as it goes, provided other more pressing 
interests are not allowed to overslaugh and 
crowd out of sight this legislation which has 
to look for support only to a few thousands 
of poor, needy, uninfluential persons. 

THE SENATORIAL ELECTION.

ENGLAND V8. THE UNITED STATES. 

A contemporary undertakes to refute cer- 
tain positions assumed by Tun Tripunr in a 
late article entitled The Future of Ameri- 
ca.” We assumed, first, that the resumption 
of coin payments will release private hoards 
of gold and silver, that these will flow to the 
Treasury, and that the Treasury reserve will

compelled during the coming year tp sus- : 
pend coin payments. The term we used is 
the common term used to denote a violation 
of the terms of the Bank of England char- 
ter. The bank is authorized to issue fifteen 
million pounds in notes on Government 
securities; for all the rest it must 
have bullion deposited. In 1847, 1857, 
and 1866, the bank, by an order in Council, 
was permitted to exceed its limit. In 1897 
the total reserve of the bank, consisting of 
notes and gold, amounted on the morning of 
Nov. 13 to about £580,751. By an order in 
Council it was permitted to violate its 
charter, which it did by exceeding its issue- 
limit nearly a million pounds. This, with 
the rate of discount at the unprecedented 
figure of 10 per cent, stopped the panic.

Curiously enough, the News writer under- 
takes to show: (1) That resumption will 
make money cheap here, and so wipe out, as 
with a sponge, our present favorable balance 
of foreign trade. (2) That our reserve of 
gold will théreupon flow to England, thus 
enabling her to get cheap money with which 
to stimulate her industries. (3) That En- 
gland’s present efforts to make money 
dear tends to cheapen her property of all 
kinds, including labor, and hence to make 
her the cheapest country in the world in 
which to purchase. (4) That what such 
countries as the United States that are export- 
ers of raw products need, to be prosperous, is 
cheap money. Thisis a frightful jumble, but 
from it it is plain to be seen that the writer 
expects and desires the failure of specie- 
payments here in order that England may 
profit by our state of renewed suspension. 
The fact is, the United States is no longer 
exclusively an exporter of raw products. 
We are competitors with England in nearly 
all the merkets of the world for manufac- 
tured articles. And this is one of the main 
reasons why our present favorable balance 
of foreign trade is likely to continue. The 
article in the News is written from the En- 
glish standpoint, and probably the work of 
an Englishman. 


THE KILLINGS OF THE YEAR. 

The Cincinnati Commercial has a statis- 
tician who, among his other duties, keeps a 
record offgrimes. This ghastly catalogue 
has just béen printed, and from it we flud 
that 1,152 persons in this country were killed 
in 1878, not by accident or natural agencies, | 
bat by their fellow-beings, and now sleep in 
their graves, the victims of rum, insanity, 
jealousy, lust, and hate. From his state- 
ments of the causes of these crimes it would 
appear that murder rarely, if ever, has any- 
thing of the heroic in its environments. | 


The surroundings were coarse, gross, and 
brutal, ‘The causes in many instances were 
insufficient; in some they were grotesque, | 
and if it were possible to invest murder with | 
any quality of humor, they would appear 
funny. Here are a few samples from the 
‘uminercial a list:

become apparent’ through the agencies we 
have mentioned and was not known before, 
so that there is no necessity for us to charge 
that the country is becoming more and more 
brutalized, or that education and religion no 
longer exercise restraint upon the carnal 
instincts; but, now that we are certain 
that this wretched state of things ex- 
ists and can realize its full dimensions, it is 
evident that a very considerable portion of 
the population needs hanging every year, 
and that the increase of murder will not 
stop until every individual murderer feels 
the conviction that he will expiate his crime 
upon the gallows. When this happens, so- 
ciety may reasonably count upon protection, 
and human life will increase in value, At 
present its duration seems bounded by mere 
whim or caprice, and its cost is often count- 
edin cents. It is exposed not only to the 


frenzy of intemperance and to the brute 


rage of insanity, but also to the passing 
fancy of a sentimental fool, the silly disap- 
pointments of a child, and the ridiculous no- 
tions ↄf personal dignity that are entertained 
in a considerable section of the country. 
With all the industry of the reporters, they 
have been able to discover scarcely more 
hangings than can be counted upon the 
fingers, showing that the overwhelming 
majority of these murderers have 
either escaped punishment or gone to the 
Penitentiary to make a visit, the length of 
which will depend upon the facilities for es- 
cape or the capacities of Governors for par- 
doning, which are usually very generous. 
The result is, as a rule, that murder is not 
punished in any manner commensurate with 
its enormity, and consequently murder flour- 
ishes, When the punishment of death 
comes quickly, sharply, and terribly, when 
the delay of the law does not admit of any 
chance for the operation of the morbid and 
maudlin seutiments of a community, and 
when the gallows ceases to be a place for the 
glorification of the murderer, we may hope 
for a decrease in the crime. At present the 
outlook is not encouraging. The new year, 
though but a week old, is red with blood.

The Tarzon will case has assumed a new 
interest in the light of the decision just ren- 
dered by the Appellate Court in favor of the 
son who contested the validity of his father’s 
disposition of an estate valued at $750,000. 
The father left the son a tract of land and 
$50,000 in cash, which was to be invested in 
interest-bearing securities for his benefit, the 
principal to go to the son’s children im case 
of his death, or to charity in case the son 
should die without issue. The balance of 
the estate, after a certain provision for the 
widow, was devised to trustees, with author- 
ity to found and endow an institution in 
Chicago, charitable or otherwise, which was 
calculated in their judgment to aceomplish 


the most positive and enduring good, or, in. 


case the trustees should decide not to found 
a new institution, then the remainder of the 
estate was to go the Home for the Friend- 
less. It was this devise which the son con- 
tested, and the Home for the Friendless 
filed a cross-bill at the same time to 
protect its interests. The Court below 
sustained the validity of the will, but the 
Appellate Court has reversed the decree. 
The ground of the reversal is the indefinite 
character of the title in regard to the disposi- 
tion of the estate and the discretion vested in 
the trustees. It is held that, if the property 
had been devised exclusively for charitable 
uses, the will could have been sustained, but 
that when the late Mr. TaxLon left it to the 
discretion of the trustees to use the estate 
for other than charitable purposes, without 
expressly stipulating what should be done 
with it, then the vagueness of the language 
was sufficient to invaildate the will The 
Court held also that the Home for the 
Friendless is likewise excluded from the 
conditional benefit which it might enjoy in 
case the trustees decided not to found an 
institution, because its rights could only 
mature by the exercise of the trustees’ dis- 
cretion, which the Court dented to be valid. 
The case as it now stands enables Mr. 
Taytor’s son to succeed to the entire estate, 
except that portion which rightfully belongs 
to his mother, and the only charitable pur- 
pose thut can be worked out under the will

If the 
people continue to elect not to disturb this 
reserve, it is, so far as the volume of money 
in actual circulation is concerned, as if it had 
no existence. Consequently resumption will 
not tend to make “exportable property of 
all kinds dear,” as alleged, and will have no 
effect upon prices of commodities except in 
so far as a restoration of confidence may 
promote the activity of trade and so expand 
credits. 

The premise of the writer in the News

„dear, exportable property“ would cause a 
demand for gold abroad because it would be 
made cheap and plenty’ here—falls to the 
ground.

BALABREGA’S ILLUSIONS, 

The West End Opera-House on West Madison 
street was packed full last evening by a most 
earnest-looking audience, who came to see the 
Swedish wonder Balabrega and his gifted coad- 
jutor, Miss May Leyton. The entertainment 
was worthy of all the attention it received, and 
it is a pity chat it could not have found a hall 
more centraliv situated and of somewhat larger 
capacity. Balabrega is a veritable wonder, and 
not the least of the wonders about him is that 
he bas not been heard of before. Ile certainly 
excels Cazeneuve in the feats performed by 
that conjuror, and he has the advan- 
tage of Cazeneuve in possessing a fluent 
English tongue. One would take him for an 
Englishman, but he is not; he is an accomplish- 
ed linguist, and talks our language without a 
trace of foreign accent, is full of puns, and has 
a quaint vein of humor thatis employed with 
happy effect. Moreover he is a good-looking 
fellow, blonde, Greek profifey” easy mavners—in 
short, ag a lady in the audience remarked, he 
seemed to be ‘a perfect gentleman.“ The first 
portion of his programme was devoted to card 
tricks, and the customary legerdermain feats, 
which were done with infinite adroitness, and all 
of them equal in ingenuity to those of the most 
celebrated illustonists we have seen. Perhaps 
the most inexplicable one was that of finding 
his way into au iron-cage padlocked by a 
committee from the audience, and with his 
wrists locked bv a pair of darbies furnished by 
a policeman, The Committee tied ropes around 
the cage, and then twined threads around it, 
and placed it in a cabinet. lm a trice our medium 
was discovered inside the bars with the hand- 
cuffs still on his wrists, but with the wrists 
transposed from the rear to the front of hia per- 
son. He took a dozen fresh enges Out of a bov’s 
mouth, tore a man’s hat into smeds and then 
fired it into the audience from the moutli of 
an infernal machine, after extracting from 


it yards of material and any number of 
cages full of canaries. But the most 
remarkable part of the entertainment 


was that in which Miss May Leyton took the 
leading share. This young lady performs some 
feats of so-called second sight which are 
simply marvelous, and equal to anything re- 
corded of Heller’s sister, who was supposed to 
be the sole custodian of ths secret. The theory 
that this is done through ap understanding 
between the confederates imparted in a peculiar 
intonation, or in the way of asking the ques 
tions, will not hold in Miss Leyton’s case, 
because in many instances the owner of the 
trinket bimself asked the question and received 
the correct answer. She sat on the stage, 
blindfolded, and to the question, “ What 
is this?“ told with marvelous exactness 
what the tlung was, read Masonic letters, in- 
scriptions on the inside of wedding-rings, 
described minutely articles quictly taken out of 
people’s pockets, and all without a hint from 
the inquirer.

„Correct.“ What is it made of?” “It is 
made of copper.”’ In fact, it was a copper penny 
washed with coldtoresemblea gold piece. Read 
the date on tke back of it. said Balabrega. 
Promptly came the answer, correctly, ‘ 1873.” 
These are but a few instances of Miss Leytou’s 
peculiar gifts. A well-kvown Spiritual medium 
was in the ball, aud the writer of these notes 
asked what she thought of the matter. “I 
think she is a very good clairvoyant, “ said she. 
That is the way alk the Spiritualists will look at 
it, but neither Miss Leyton nor Balabrega 
claim to possess any Spiritual gifts.

MARY DANCER’S FORTUNE. 
The Completion of a $25,000 Tomb in Ac- 
cordance with Her Will, 

New York Sun, Jan. 6, | 

The finishing touch is to be put to-day on the 
chapel monument in Greenwood that is to per- 
petuate the memory and good of Miss 
Mary A. Dancer, the daughter of the late Matt 
M. Dancer, the most fortunate gambler New 
York ever saw. Work was begun on the mont- 
ment early last spring. Of the 855,000 devoted 


be surrounded by a fence, consisting of an or- 
namental bronze rail, supported by granite 
posts. The walk from the entrance of the lot 
to the door of the tomb consists of a granite 
slab twenty feet long, six feet wide; and a foot 
thick. It is the largest single block of granite 
ever taken into the cemetery, n pairs of 
horses were required to draw it into ition. 

The monument, a combination of chapel and 
tomb, is a Gotnic structure of cruciform shape. 
Tue base is twenty-one by twenty-one feet, and 
it rises to a height of thirty-eight feet. The 
materials used on the exterior are the Westerly 
white granite, with trimmings and columns of 
polished Scotch granite. The foterior is fin- 
ished in Italian marble, with trimmings of 
American dove-colored marble, apd columns 
of red Tennessee marble. The visitor ap- 
proaches the entrance of the chapel by a 
flight of granite steps cut out of a single block 
of stove. Double bronze doors of artistic de- 
sien, costing 81.000, and protected by heuvy 
bronze shutters, close the entrance of the Gothic 
archway. The floor of the tomb is laid in 
English illuminated tiles. Directly opposite 
the doorway is the single window of the chapel, 
set with warm-tinted cathedral glass. From 
the floor to the top of the dome the distance is 
about twenty feet. The dome is supported by 
four columns of Tennesse marble, with capitals of 
Italian marble. The centre piece of the dome 
isa warble panel. In the centre of the pane! is 
a bronze ring, from whieh a unique bronze 
basket is to depend. The basket is to be filled, 
when the artist shall nave completed his work, 
with trailing flowers carved in pure white 
marble. 

The roof of the structure is a marvelous piece 
of architecture. It is formed of four pointed 
gables. Twelve huge slabs of marble slope 
from the sides upward to ap apex, and the seams 
are so tightiy jomed as to make them seem like 
a solid piece of rock. Rising from the apex of 
the roof of the chapel is the monument of white 
Westerly granite sixteen fteetin bight. From 
the roof to the base of the columu the monu- 
ment is octagonal in shape. The column is cy!- 
indrical, andis surmounted by a Greek cross and 
crow ti. 

There are in all nine receptacles for the dead 
within the tomb. The Italian marble sarcopha- 
gus containing Miss Dancer's remains is to 
stand beneath the stained-glass window. Upon 
it are to stand marble statuettes three feet bigh, 
Faith and Hope, by an Italian artist. There are 
to be four ticrs of tombs on either side of the 
entrance. Miss Daucer's mother’s remains are 
to repose in a sarcophagus on the left; on the 
right those ot her father, Matt M. Dancer. 
(hese are all the members of Miss Dancer's 
immediate family. Other relatives are to be 
buried in the remaining vaults. 

The expenditure of the $25,000 that Miss 
Dancer desired to have render on her monu- 
ment has been suvderintebded by Mr. Thomas F. 
Jeremiah, her executor. The plans were drawn

Broadway. The builder was Mr. John Walton, 
of the frm of Charles Cobb & Co., Atlanta, 
Georgia. 

Ihe completion of the monument aleo com- 
pletes the disbursement of the last dollar of 
the enormous gambling gains of Matt. Dancer, 
one of the very few men who could save money 
thus earned. Starting outa third of a century 
ago as a blacksmith’s apprentice, Dancer drifte 
into a faro game in the Bowery. He won and 
saved. From the Bowery he advanced to Broad- 
way. where he occupied many different ms. 
The most noted of these resorts was at 6/0 
Broadway, where large stakes were lost and 
won. At the time of the Rebellion he started a 
faro bank in company with others, where $1,500,- 
000 is said to have changed hands in two or 
three years. Dancer’s profits were enormous, 
and here be made the bulk of his fortune. 

The nearest Dancer ever came to a serious loss 
was by arobbery. He kept about $100,000 in 
bonds in his house. One day in July, 1875, in 
broad daylight, two men, one of them armed 
with a hatehet, entered his bouse at 50 East 
Eleventh street. Mrs. Dancer, an invaiid, was 
alone. The men frightened her by threats, 
handcuffea her, avd rified a bureau trawer con- 
taining the securities. In their haste they got 
only $80,000 in Virginia bonds, which were reg- 
istered and were worthless to the thieves. Mrs. 
Dancer never recovered from the fright. : 
Matt Dancer died in August, 1876, leaving 
half of his property to his wife and half to bis 
only daughter, Mary. Mrs. Dancer survived 
her husband only three months, and the entire 
property, estimated at $700,000, fell to Mary. 
Mary Dancer was a young woman of a strong- 
ly-marked religious temperament. She was a 
member of the Methodist Church, but her 
Christianity was of a type that was not circum- 
scribed by sect. She gave liberaily to all de- 
pominations, and her charities were manifold. 
She was engaged to be married to a Mr. Stevens, 
a telegraph operator in the Police Central Of- 
fice, and the wedding Was soon to have taken 
place, when she died. 
Miss Dancer, then in good health, drew her 
will on the 13th of December, 1875. Just sixty 
days from that time she died, after a short ill- 
ness. By ber will she left $185,000 to relatives 
and friends, and 8835,000 in legacies varying 
from 85,000 to $20,000 to thirty-one charitable, 
religious, and benevolent institutions in the 
city, and $25,000 for her monument. A large 
residuary estate was left to Mr. Jeremiah, the 
executor of the will. Mr. Dancer’s brother and 
other relatives who were not mentioned fn the 
wili began a contest that was amicably settled. 
Mr. Jeremiah surrendered the residuary bequest, 
which was divided among the contestants. All 
the ipstitutions named by Miss Dancer accepted 
aud were paid their money ou the final account- 
ing before the Surrogate a few months ago, and 
the great gambler's monev is now ministering to 
the sick at the dispensaries and hospitals, teach- 
ing young men the art of healing, relieving or- 
plans, aud sending tracts and Bibles to the 
heathen of foreign lands.

PARALYSIS,

THE CONDITION OF THE BSTATS 
were obtained from Mr. W. S. Young, who is the 
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- gorney for the executors. At the time of Mr. 

Taylor's death the estate consisted of realty and 
personal property to the amount of $790,564.14. 
After the lapse of two years this had increased 
in actual value, owing to the appreciation of 
stocks and bonds, about $129,425. The exccu- 
tors have rendered three accounts in the Pro- 
bate Court, and have charged themselves as fol- 
‘ows: In the first account the total item of 
receipts amounted to $167,756, in the sec 
ond to ' $205,125, and in the third to 
$77,008: aod in this third account 
they charge themselves with persorial property 
io kind amounting to $399,558, making a total 
of. $700,564, as above given. They have paid 
out during the three years $318,698. Of this, 
the widow has received as her share $231,667, 
leaving $87,080, paid by way of annuities, 
claims against the estate, and various other ex- 
penses. The mausoleum cost $12,500, and the 
executors have charged for their services 
$30,405. This leaves on hand $480,830 in 


securities, most of which are worth 
more than their face,—$41,500 30 per 
cent $238,950 per cent.—and it is 


this sum ($480,830 plus $129,425) over which le- 
gal contention has been goiug on for some time, 
the question being whether it shall go tothe 
heir, the Home of the Friendless, or to some 
uncertain charity. These figures show that the 
adrhinistration of the estate has been exception- 
ally good, for it is very rare that, during three 
years, an estate increases 15 per cent in value.

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CALEB CUSHING. 

Some His Personal Characteristics—Sto- 

ries Old Neighbors Tell About Him. 

Boston Heraid. | 

Caleb Cushing was never on confideptial terms 
with anybody, To begin with, he was in youth 
as ambitious as Napoleon, and he elevated him- 
self to the position he oceupied at his death by 
sheer force of physical application. He had a 
memory probably unequaled by any man now 
alive. He could read sixteen hours 4 day for a 
month, and never forget an important fact ob- 
tained in that time, and this faculty made him 
the 1 authority on Federal laws in 
this country. His memory and his power of 
work were the secrets of his success. As an il- 
lustration of this, the following anecdots is told: 
In 1853, or thereabouts, he was appointed Cuief- 
Justice of the Supreme Bench of Magsachusetta. 
He a out of practice, and, to use bis own 
words, “ very rasty.”’ He set to work, however, 
and in cites days had read sixty volumes on 
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different laws, - questions of precedent, laws of 
laws of exchange, etc. About seven- 
teen volumes were devoted to Massachusetts 
law; twice aa many more were made up of re- 
— nd the reading was altogether extremely 
varied. 

Now for an example of his power of work: 
Between the ages of 27 and 54 he never knew 
what it was to be sick, He was accustomed in 
Washington to get to workin the morning at 5 
o'viock, and labor tremendously through meal 
hours, ane without taking a rest, until 11 
at night. Then he would smoke a cigar, get 
into bed, and read history until he fell asleep. 
In one wiuter he finished in this manner thirteen 
octavo volumes of scientific travel and recent 
history. While Attorney-General he would 
have his meals brought to him and laid on his 
writing-desk. His custom often was to eat the 
entire meal without looking at it or resting 
from his work. Friends or business associates 
during the time when he was try to adjust 
the Hudson Bay Company's claims, and often 
op ordinary occasions, would find him buried iu 
writing-paper or law-books at 4 o’clock fn the 
morning, he having been at his desk for twenty- 
three hours without rest. 

Caleb Cushing was a man of strong passions, 
animal and intellectual; there was probably not 
u moment in his whole wating life when be was 
not thinking profoundly. He smoked Hike a 
steam-engine, and as though there were utility 
in tobacco. He used profanity to impart intense 
emphasis to some angry expressions, but never 
idiy or meaninglessly. He drank socially, but 
made the occasion invariably bear fruit by 
startiog an argument or making a business 
inend. 

Mr. Cushing used to sav that 1 labor 
Was, with him, like the labor of a schooj-boy 
over big smeared and blotted essay. He had 
no tact for it, although bis indomitable will and 
determination to conquer Kept him making 
efforts all his life. He had no imaginative 
wwer, no skill of * whatever. He bad 
little or no knowledge of common law, and 
Judge Bigelow said of him once that, in matters 
relating to the perfect and impartial adjustment 
of a case on the basis of right and Prong. Judge 
Shaw was vastly his superior; while, in cases 
where autbority was involved, Fus ing had no 
superior. In abstract law, that is, he was 
weak; in precedent and authority he was power- 
ful. Ap example of his great ene and force 
of character is contained in the following won- 
derful story: He was appointed Minister to 
China at a time when there was x treaty be- 
tween the Celestial Empire and any coun- 
try, except England. There’ were no 
steamboats in those days. This extraor- 
dinary man, with the marvelous know!- 
edge of international law, crossed the At- 
lantic, went up the eid tan, journeyed 
through Europe and India to Chinn, established 
a treaty, and made the reluctant pig-tatis accept 
it, came back across the Pacitic, landed at San 
Francisco; went to Mexico, and helped to 
8 diplomatic Matters there, returning to 

‘ashington in eightcen months alter his de- 

arture therefrom. He then visited his bome at 
Newbury abre. The English Ambassador, on 
coming back to England from his successful 
mission in China, was courted, feted, and ad- 
dressed” by all the commerctal people of En- 
rland; yet, ‘although the English complained 
that Cushing's American treaty was mach more 
favorable, not the slightest notice was taken of 
him) by the merchants of Baltimore, Pbiladel- 
phia, New York, or Boston, as he passed through 
these cities on his way home, so bitter was the 
feeling avainst John Tyler, who appointed him. 
Cushing bad the adjustment of our relations 
‘with the United States of Colombia to handle 
om years ago, and found it necessary to go 
there; and, although nearly 70 years old at the 
time, he traveled 500 miles on horseback in 
search of that wandering Government. 

Mr. Cushing was an intimate friend of Web- 
ater, and in some respects their tastes were 
similar. Webster, at the period of his death, 
owed Mr. Cushing quite a large amount of 
money. There were many secrets of State 
locked up io this old man’s breast. Once be 
toid a iriend that he had bimself written over 
fifty of Seeretary Seward’s dispatches; whether 
this statement needs revision ur not probably 
no one now alive can tell. An acquaintance 
and classmate of Mr. Cushing, now dead, said 
onde that Cushing’s moral perceptions were not 
very high. His more intimate friends say that 
in ordinary business transactions, or questions 
of right or wrong, susceptible of mechanical 
adjustment, he was exactnesa itself; they also 
admit that his clasamate’s assertion may have 
been true enough, if interpreted so as to mean 
that be could easily convert big conscience to 
faith in any of bis political plans or methods of 
—.— It is related of Cushiug. as an instance 
showing his patriotism and interest in the 
Union cause during the War of the Rebeilion, 
that, in 1862, on the firat day of his arrival at 
Newburvvort, after the declaration of actual 
war, he made a apeech earnestly in favor of the 
Union. Nevertheless, be was hated beartily 
in that city during the War. Willigm Lloyd 
Garrison, another Newburyport man, probably 
believed him a Rebel. At anyrate, both men 
were extreme in their manner and views, one as 
a declared Abolitionist, and the other as a 
auger Pro-Slavery man. 

r. Cushing at home has fever been much of 
a sensation. During his business and political 
lu Newburyport rarely saw him, end sinec his 
enforced retirement he has continued his studies 
and kept himself shut up much of the time in 
hig study. His great health broke down while 
he was iu Pivrce’s Cabinet, but up to the mo-

CAPT. PAUL BOYTON, 


Early Incidents of His Strange Career— 
Diving in the West Indian Seas and War- 
ring in Mexico and France-A sub- Marine 


Ghost. 


New York Herald, 

Capt. Paul Boyton’s career, from the time 
that he began to grow famous the world ove 
for saving many lives and for his wonderful an 
perilous voyages, has become familiar to almost 
every reader of newspapers, and is a tale quite 
as fascinating as Robinson Crusoe himself; but 
itis not generally known that bis life previous 
to that period was full of excitement and char- 


was the guest of Capt. Boyton at dinner, and 
the conversation took a very happy turn in 
-reversion to the days of his bovhood and early 
mauhood. ‘The style of his narrative is succinct 
and pointed, and the interest of the listener 
never for an instant goes astray. His mind 
seems to comprehend all the salſent incidents 
at a single retrospect, and presents them with a 
good deal of dramatic coneeption. 

“| was born,” sald he, “on the 29th of June, 
1848, in Allechenv City, Fa. My early life was 
a rather wild one, Ever since I could waik 
around 1 have felt an irresistible desire to be in 


the water. I was drawn to it all the time. I 
cannot egplam it. It must be an instinct born 
with me. This has caused me to recelye more 
tickings, I suppose, than apy other boy in 
America. Except when the river was frozen 
over they were A punishment. At the 
ave of 6 years 1 could swim across the Ohio 


River at the poiat of its formation, the junction 
of the Allegheny and Mou where it 
is from three-quarters of a mile toa mile in 
width. The current is heavy and dangerous. 
My mother suffered untold anXiety on my ac- 
count, but fo my youthfal enthusiasm I was 
incapable of realizing or of pitying the 
suspense to which so often subject- 
ed her. She found it impossible to 
keep me out of the water, and after the ex- 
ploit which | have just mentioned she formed a 
determination to send me far away from the 
temptation continually presented by the beauti- 
ful rivers near our home. My tather was at this 
time engaged in trading with the Chippewa In- 
dians in the West. After his return to Pitts- 
burg on one occasion my mother persuaded him 
to take me with him on his next expedition. If 
I remained longer at home she thougut | would 
be certain to lose my life: So I went. Wewere 
gone at one time three months, and ‘visited a 
great mauy different bands of Indiana. The 
country in which they dwelt was then, as you 
well know, a perfect wilderness. Meanwhile 
the excitement of peril which constantly attena- 
ed our proaress aid not detract from my aquatic 
taste. y father used to have a heap of trouble 
with me, for whenever 1 quitted the camp or 
the wagon-train he pape! found me some 
distance off in a creek or pond swimming like a 
pollywog or paddiing sround on a log like a 
turtle. 

“On my return to Pittsburg in 1859 my 
mother was told of my frequent escapades out, 
West, and she at Jength recognized ber lack of 
ability to break my habit of seeking the water. 
So it was decided to send me to the High-School 
in Pittsburg. Iwas not very regular in my at- 
Every morning before 9 o'clock I 
was supposed to cross the Allegheny River on 
the bridge; but the tempting aspect of the 
sparkling current would gen prove too 
much for my moral fortitude, and 1 would take 
off my clothes and pluoge in. For the rest of 
the day 1 could not think of studies or of 
home. Thoughts of duty wheg they did re- 
turn to me were accompanied by a very lagu. 
brious apprehension of the birchben rod and the 


’ nimble stipper. Tue first life-saving that I ever 


did was inthe Allegheny River, under the new 
suspension-bridge, opposite the foot of St. Clair 
street, on one side, and of Fed street on the 
other. I rescued a boy from d Ing. He was 
not a good swimmer, aud nad missed his footing 
and gone down. Witnout refiveting at all 1 
plunged after him, but failed to reach him. 
When I reached the surface I saw one of his 
arms 1 from the water some distance 
off. dove again, and with several vigorous 
strokes got within reach of him. He lav on the 
bottom of the river against a huge boulder, and 
seemed to be lifeless. I had hard work to eet 
him to the surface, and both of us were picked 
ub by a row-boat. The crowd which had gath- 
ered took my cap and pus ſuto it S hole lot of 
silver. I was afraid to accept it, for 1 knew it 

it was discovered in my possession at home the 
fact that I had been playing truant and swim- 
ming in the river would surely be betrayed. 

However, it was forced upon me, and 1 went 
home feeling like a villain, and with vivid imag- 
iniugs of the coming castigation. I brought 
the money along without any idea of how much 
there was, but fondly believing that there were 
at least milliaus ju it.’ The old lady bbed 
me and wanted to know where I got so 
much money. Iverer was so frightened in all 

mv liie as when the old lady swooped down on 

me. 

At auother time the old lady took ail my 
clothing away from me and locked me up in an 
upper story. Sbe thought that she had certaiu- 
ly secured me then. Iremsined quiet for a 
while, chewing the bitter end of discontent. | 
was thinking of the splendid half-day of enjoy- 
ment that I haa been robbed of when my eye 

happened to rest on au old-fashioned bureau 

which stood iu a coruer. I opened one of the 

drawers and took outa pair of my father’s iv- 
expressibles. ln a moment! got into them, 

but was almost lost. Nothing daunted, how- 
ever, I pulled them up to my chin aud tied them 

carefully about my neck. I must have present- 
ed a curious spectacle. Cautiously raising a 

window, I sitpped out without any difficulty and 

slid down a liehtning-rod. Then I darted off at 

full speed for the river and was soon rollicking 

in my favorite element.

The discipline was 

very strict, and at the end of the first mouth I 

rebelled. I broke out like a yoicano, I tell you. 

There were boats running from Pittsburg to 

New Orleans. I @ot ona barge and made the 

entire voyage of 3,800 miles.

Motber thought that I was dead, Perhaps you 


can imagine the astonishment of my friends 
when Lturped up again. Father came home 
soon afterward, and | was again sent to the 
West with him. After returning I was placed 
at a college in Cambria County, Pa. I stayed 
t herd only a short time, and then went to school 
ov the very summit-of the Alleghanv Moun- 
tains. I gave the Proiessor a world of trouble 
and, against their most sacred prohibitions. i 
instructed nearly all the boys in the art of 
swimming. We used to co to a little lake about 
ten miles away. ‘Tne oniy study that I pursued 
with any interest or profit was the science of 
navigation. 

„In 1868 I left college and went to New York 
to enlist in the Federal navy. I oed the 
Brooklyn, which layin Wallabout Bay, I was 
soon afterward assigned tothe steamer Hvdran- 
Za, which departed on acruise upthe James 
Iuver, being employed in carrying dispatches. 
For some time we were off the Town of Mellvilie 
and were continually under fire. In Augusta 
Rebel bomb dislodged our engines and rendered 
the vessel useless. I was transferred to the 
sloop-ot-war St. Louis, and took part Im the ex- 
pedition against Fort Fisher, which terminated 
in the explosion of Gen. Butler’s fireship. I 
left the navy when the War was over, at 16 
years of age, with the rank of yeoman. My 
father tried to get me to go foto business, but 
1 wasunfit for it. I could not lay down my 
mind toit. I made several journeys in the 
West, but was lu a continuous state of unrest 
unwl lonce more went to sea. In 1865 1 en- 
gaged myself ag a diver to the New York 
Wrecking and Submarine Company, and 
sailed in the Schooner Foam. We were 
equipped with two diving-Dells, and went in 
search of treasure, We tound very little of 
that, however, and busied ourselves chiefly iu 
raising cargoes, and anchors, and chains. We 
sailed all through the West Indies. I was soon 
given important work to do, although the 
youngest diver in the service of the Company. 
1 did most 4. he deep diving, and would some- 
times go 1 when all the others refused. We 
had very indifferent luck, but I enjoyed the 
work very much. I have seen in the deep water 
of the West Indies many peculiar things, and 
landscapes as beautiful as ever human eye 
rested upon. The coral banks, in the perfectly 
clear element, with the tropical sun sbiving 
dawn upon them, present a most wonderful 
sitht. The bottom of the sea is white es snow, 
and muititudes ef brilliantly-colored fish near 
the surface dazzle one’s eyes. Some of them 
were timid and would dart away from me, their 
opal scales flashing rich hues in the powerful 
light; but whole schools of others would show 
their curiosity by a hing and 7 sur- 
rounding me on all sides.

I have an 
instinct for life-saving like that of a Newfound- 
land dog. I never calculate chances of my 
own safety. By surpassing the men who were 
there engaged in tne life-caving service, and 
showing them that their own system was false, 
I made many of them my enemies. In 1800, 
$1,000 worth of presents sere given me by the 
visitors at Cape May. My store was fired by in- 
cendiaries, and a good part of the city was 
burned down. I lost all that I had. I attribute 
the fire to the enmity which I had created 
against myself in the manner alluded to. I 
went again into the submarine diving business, 
finding employment in the Gulf of Mexito. W ben 
the Franco-German war broke out in 18701 went

THE NORTH POLE 


A Believer in a Wilderness or a New World 
San Francisce Chronicle. 

All information concerning the mystery sur- 
rounding the North Pole fs eagerly read by the 
intelligent public. This interesting subject has 
got beyond the confines of scientific societies 
and the studies of learned men. The average 
newspaper reader is now discussing the question 
with zealous attention and unusual intelligence. 
The Chroniele has had recently a number of arti- 
cles ov the Polar mystery, the facts therein hav- 
ing been gleaned from trading and whaling Cap- 
tains who have made voyages beyond Behring 
Strait into the Arctic. Of the many Captains in- 
terviewed, but one is a believer in an open Polar 
Sea. This is Capt. Barker, of the whaling 
fleet. Another Captain may now be added to 
the list of believers, but he differs in ovinion 
with Capt. Barker. Thelatter gentleman thinks 
that the steam yacht Jeannette, now at Mare 
Island en route to the will solve the 
mystery by sea. The otber gentleman who be- 
lieves in a solution of the problem is Capt. 
Jacobson, master of the schooner William H. 
Stevens, who has recently returned from a trad- 
ing voyage of seven months im the Aretie. Capt. 
Jacobson is of tbe opinion that it is utterly im- 
possible for the most powerful steam y to 
penetrate the massive ice barriers which are to 
be found in the Aretic even in the most open 
season. There are some years when a sailing 
vessel can get from 72 deg. to 75 deg. north, and 
occasionally, if the season is very open, sailing 
craft can get as high as 75 deg. to 79 deg. north 
Should a hard season follow, when the icebergs 
drift eowu toward eee the stanchest 
steamer could not get as north as the lat 
tude indicated. 

The only way, aceording to Capt. Jacobson, 
that any new information can be procured about 
the Polar regions is to establish a general camp 
on Wrangel’s Land off Herald Island. Piace 
men of courage-and indomitable perseverance 
there, specially fitted for the work before them ; 
let them have plenty of provisions, tobacco, and 
warm clothing, and then say to the leader, who 
ever he may be: There's everything vou 
want; go and discover the North Pole, and, if 
you can’t find it, find something that will make 
a sensation.” The Captain is certain that if 
the right man in the right place can be found, 
Wrangel’s Laod, on w no mortal has ever 
set foot, so far as history will no longer be 
a terra incognita. Thes ns, he thinks, should 
be from fifteen to twenty miles apart, aud a few 
reliable men should be kept at each. Continue 
them northward, somethine after the fashion of 
overland station, in the olden times, until the 
wilderness ora new world is reached. Capt. 


Jacobson believes that Wrangel’s Land con 
tains plenty of wild animals, and that herds of 
reindeer will be encountered. Numerous flocks 
of wild birds can be seen hovering about the 
shore, and the Arctie duck, as the bird is 
commonly called by sailors, is very 
There need be no fear of scurvy with a 
exploring party.

The police pav-roll for last December aggre- 
gates $33,0%. For the same month in 1877 it 
was $88,304, showing a decrease of 35,209. 


The Treasurer's receipts yesterday were 
$14,234. of which $11,824 was in scrip from 
South Town Collector Ayres. The disburse- 
ments did not exceed $1,000. 


Corporation-Counsel Bonfield was telegraphed 
to yesterday for directions as to the further 
treatment of the Gage matter. Up to last 
evening no answer bad been received. It is 
coufidently expected that the case will come 
before the Supreme Court. 


Ald, Jonas opened a free lodging-house Jan. 
I. at his own expense. It has proved to be a 
most acceptable charity to a large number of 
poor folks. Ald, Daly has recently become very 
much interested in the enterprise, and yesterday 
ue and Ald. Jonas wen: upon a fuel-soliciting 
tour. which resulted in the securing of many 
liberal donations of coal. 


The Water Department, through its chiefs, 
gives notice that persons who are in the habit 
of allowing their taps to run during the night 
to prevent freezing are in dauger of losing their 
supolies, because men are to be sent around to 
discover the waste and shut off all such. ‘The 
Water-Works are now pumping from seventy to 
seventy-five millions of gallons per day, and 
that is considered to be too much. 


Aid; Thompson, Treasurer of the Police and 
Firemen’s Relief Association, says that mis- 
statements have been made about the 
amount of money which he has in his 
possessiovu. His figures are as follows: Received 
from Aid. Kirk, $5,398; from Comptroller Far- 
weil, $2,550; total, $8,243; disbursements, $1,- 
$28; cash on hand, $6,915; increase of fund, 
$1,522. The Association is now civiug four fire- 
men's widows $420 each per anuum and one 
disabled fli emau $600 per annum.

The Coilectors’ books of the following coun- 
try towns were delivered yesterday: Lake 
View, Calumet, Norwood Park, and Palatine. 


The work on the Collector's books is about 
completed, and, asa consequence, the force in 
the County Clerk’s office has been materially 
reduced. 


The County Clerk yesterday received a letter 
from Elgin acknowledging tue receipt of George 
A. Blaikie at the Asylum there. He was taken 
there Tuesday. 


The Committee on Public Charities met yester- 
day, and received proposals from several leading 
grocery firms to fill the requisitions for tue 
several county institutions the coming month. 
There was very little difference in the figures 
given, andit was agreed to divide the pur- 
chases, allowing each firm to supply that upon 
which they made the lowest bid. 


Christian Casselman, the West Town Collec- 
tor, came over tothe building late yesterday 
afternoon, filed his bond, and hauled away his 
books. His bondsmen are K. G. Schmidt, Clin- 
ton Briggs, Berthold Lowenthal, Thomas Lynch, 
Thomas Brenan, Henry Harms, H. C. Beuch- 
ner, Charles Sokup, and F. A. E. Moss, in the 
sum of $5,774,871. The bond was properly ap- 
proved by the Supervisor. 


The Committee on Public Buildings and Pub- 
lie Service had before them yesterday afternoon 
a complaint from the gentieman who has done 
all of the fine carving on the Court-House. It 
was in effect that Walker had not paid him, and 
he pitifully besought the Commissioners to 
come to bis rescue and save him from want. 
The Committee had no power in the matter. but 
laid the complaint over, aud caused an invita- 
tion to be sent to Mr. Walker te rise and ex- 
plain. 

The Committee having under consideration

John F. Callahan, the South Bend boot and 
shoe man, is again in court in quest of liberty.

He is in jail on three capiases, and, the attorneys 
not being able to agree that the question of 
fraud should be tried in all the cases at once, it 
was elected that release from the first capias, 
sworn out by M. D. Wells & Co., should be first 
tried, but nothing was done further than the 
impaneling of a jury. If he should be so for- 


tunate as to escape from this capias. he will be 


held on the other two, and, escaping from them, 
he wil! be held on two indictments which were 
returned against him Saturday. All in all he is 
in rather a tight place. 


North Town Collector Miller yesterday com- 
pleted bis bond, and it was approved by the 
Supervisor, and filed with the County Clerk.

‘Their 
visit cae been anticipated, they say, and the 
momeut they arrived they were set upon by the 
poor and indignant, and watched an: followed. 
Tuey had with them alist of the beneficiaries, 
and called upon as many as they could, and 
made inquines about them. Thev found that 
twenty-seven of them were lone men and 
women, stopping with friends and drawing 
fuel, provisioas, ete., every month, and every- 
where they went—even in businesscircles—a wail 
went up for relief from pending disaster. The 
merchacts were found greatly embarrassed on 
account of having accepted so mach of Walker's 
paper, and it did not take the Committee long 
to learn that the building of the Court-House 
out of Lemont stone had been a curse to the 
village, because it had drawn many poor per- 
sous there tor work who had been paid in 
Walker’s orders, aud whom the business public 
had been carrying for months. But it was not 
the misfortunes of individuals, but the lavish 
expenditure of the public money by the Super- 
visor, that the Committee was looking into; so, 
after diligent inquiry had been made in other 
directions, they called a meeting of some ot the 
physicians of the place, who, they say, are as 
great paupers as any persons they met, and who 
vie with each other im seeing who can 
get the most money out of the county. 
The object in meeting them was to see if some 
arrangement could nut be made whereby their 
„ nrotessional ” services furnished to the poor 
ou the order of the Supervisor could not be Im- 
ited in price. ‘The Committee suggested to them 
that they send in bids for atteudug the poor of 
the town by the month or year, but they said 
that could not be, because it would not de law- 
ful. The Committee, hovever, were inclined to 
think they had a further and better reason in 
the fact that each of them was pow geiting 
more every month out of the county than any 
one of them would think of charging for doing 
the work that all ot them had been doing. They 
finally agreed, notwitastanding their oppusitiou 
to any coange being made, to send in bids to do 
the work to the next meeting of the Boara.. The 
Committee will recommend to the Board Mon- 
day that the twenty-seven who were found get- 
ting relief who did not apparently deserve 
it be given opportunity to go to tue Poor- 
House; that the medical attendance upon the 
poor be let by contract, and that the mercbanis 
be warned against accepting orders [rom the 
Supervisor for the benefit of a list of persons 
with whose names they are to be furnished. 
This they regard as the first step pecessary to

The engineer at the Honore Block ruins got 
up steam yesterday, and there were other prep- 
arations for active work within the next few 
days.

and ice from the wreck, and thaw 
out tbe steam, water, and  gas-pipes. 
The last-mentioned part of the programme 
was really began vesterday by Mr. Warder, the 
engineer, and with considerable success. Mr. 
Palmer will employ all the men becan work, 
and the prospect for to-day isa lively one. Mr. 
Isham has obtained permission from Mr. M. F. 
Tuley, who owns the vacant lot on Adams 
strect immediately west of the building, to 
throw the debris on his premises until it can be 
carted away. In the meantime the Under- 
writers’ Commictee is busy getting estimates 
from the builders as to the cost of making the 
structure as good as new, with a prospect of 
finishing up this part of the programme within 
a week or so. During that interim, however, 
Mr. Isham doesn’t propose to be idle. He has 
assured Postmaster Paimer that be can have the 
Post-Office portion of the building ready for vccu- 
pancy within a week or ten days, and, from 
the fact that the damage there is orincipally 
from water, it would seem that there is good 
reason ivr this confident expectation. Ip talk- 
ing with Mr. Isham yesterday on this subject, 
the reporter asked if it was certain that tbe 
Post-Otlice people would go back to their old 
quarters after they are rebabilitated, Mr. Isham 
replied that Mr. Palmer had simply said he could 
give no assurances; that he was not ready to 
make any contract, the matter reaily being in 
the hands of the Department at Washington; 
and he furthermore expressed some doubt as to 
whether the oflices could be made ready for oc- 
cupancy Witaic the time mentioned. Mr. Isham 
savs he is confiaent he can do it, however, and 
thinks be can convince Mr. Palmer that it will 
bo best lor him to move back into the old quar-

The Post-Office is now in condition to do all 
of the work required of it as promptiy and 
effectually as. before the fire.

The drops are situated on Wasn- 
ington street, and will prove a great conven- 
ience. 

The annual report of the work of the office 
for 1878 was ulmost ready for publication at the 
time ot the fire. The document was in Mr. 
Squiers’ room, and was destroyed. It will be 
some time before avother can be prepared, 
and it is doubtful, in the present con- 
tusea state of affairs, whether it will 
appear at all. A statement appeared in yester- 
dey’s Times, purporting to be from an employe 
of the Post-Office, in which it is stated that a 
carpeoter had dropped a match in some shav- 
ings, aud that this fact was known to the offices 
and employes of the Post-Office.

He was stripped and searched, and, as in Andre’s 
case, there were found between the soles of bis 
shoes detailed plans ard memoranda. Further 
than this nothing has ever been known. Wheth- 
er Hale was treated with the kindness that was 
extended to Andre after bis capture is very 
doubtdul. It is certain that be was not after his 
arrival in New York. 

Hale reached New York on Saturday, Sept. 21, 
the day of the great fire that burned 400 build- 
ings from Whitehall slip to Barclay street. 
where it was checked bv the College green. He 
was taken at once before Lord Howe, who was 
using the Beckman muslou, near Turtle Bay, 
for his headquarters. Tae present site is Fifty- 
first street and First avenue. Here lived James 
Beckman in luxury: but, a strong advocate of 
the Revolutionary cause, he gave up his elegant 
home when Lord Howe occupied New York, and 
took his family back into the country. ere 
the British officers recerved and entertained 
their guests; here Andre danced the night be- 
fore he went up the Hudson to barter with Ben- 
edict Arnold, and here Hale, pinioned and 
guarded, was taken before Lord Howe. It is 
believed that Gen. Howe retired to a green- 
house just back of the mansion, and listened 
there to the charges against the young Revola- 
tiouary Captaio, and was shown the plaus and 
data found io Hale’s shoes. 

Hale denied nothing. He admitted that he 
was a Captain in Washbington’s army, said that 
be had been aspy, and had been successful in 
his search for information; regretted that he 
was by his capture unable to serve his country, 
and then feariessiv awaited his sentence. He 
did not even demand a court-martial. Ina few 
minutes he heard his sentence: William 
Cunningham, Provost-Marshal of the Royal 
Army oi New York, is directed to receive into 


in the rebel army, covvicted asa spy, and to see 
him hanged by the neck until dead to-morrow 
morning at daybreak.” " 

Hale was at once taken in charge by the brutal 
Cunningham, who was afterward hanged after 
confessing that he had been accessory in several 
hundreé murders, and who was responsible for 
the awful suffering of Federal prisoners in the 
old sugar-house prison, still standing ia Rose 
street. It is believed that Cunningham took 
Hale tothe Provost, a prison that stood where 
is pow the Hall of Records.

Apropos of the announcement that the Re- 
ceiver-General of the Bank of Canada bas dis- 
covered in Canada Charles W. Bullard, alias 
‘* Piano Charley, —a soubriquet bestowed upon 
him on account of his skill upon that instra- 
ment,—a gentieman said yesterday: “I can 
relate some of the achievements of the most 
daring coalition of bank-robbers the country 
has ever known. I have the narrative from the 
lips of Isaac Marsh, One of the gang, now in 
the Eastern Penitentiary. Their operations 
were on such a colossal scale as to be 
almost incredible, were they uot fully sub- 
stantiated. There have been at times five men 
in this nefarious combination, all cool, adroit, 
accomplished rascals, fertile in resource, and 
indeJatigable in attaining their object. These 
were Mark or Maximilian Shinburre, Isaac 
Marsh, Charles W. Bullard, Adam Worth, and 
Robert Cochran.

by Billy Forrester, who was suspected of the 
nurder of Benjamin Nathan, dug into the old

Some New Facts About the Navy 


Scandal in Washington. 


correpondence Cincinnall Enquirer. 
_ Wasuuncrox, D. C., Jan. 3.—Society circles 
are considerably agitated over recent develop- 
ments in an old scandal, in which che principals 
sre Admiral Porter ofthe navy and the divorced 
wife of Lieut. Wetmore, who served under 
Porter during the War, and has since held sev- 
eral positions in the Navy Department. Dur- 
ing the War Wetmore, who bas an excellent 
war record, received several important com- 
mands atthe habds of Aduwira! Porter, and at the 
close of the War was appointed to the lucrative 
position of Recorder to the Board of Naval lu- 
spections, of which Porter was chief. The fa- 


vors bestowed upon Wetmore were so uumer-. 


ous as to attract the attention of nayal officers, 
and the Admiral's attentions to Mrs. Wetmore 
were so pointed as to cause a very liveiy scandal 
in naval circles. The matter got no further 
than scandal, however, until 1873, when Mrs. 
Wetmore moved for a divorce on the ground of 
cruelty. Lieut. Wetmore alleges that this 
divorce, which was obtained, was sued 

for at the instance of the Admiral, and 
Was an arranged affair between the Admiral 
and Mrs. Wetmore. Prior to the divorce Mr. 
Wetmore, whose ears bad been reached by the 
scandal which was circuiating in the navy. in- 
tercepted some letters which passed between 
the Admiral and Mrs. Wetmore, and which 
showed an unusual interest on his part in the 
welfare of the pretty wife of his Licuteuant. 
Some of these letters have recently been pub- 
lished, agd expose the Admiral in tue 
Nicht of a conceited coxcomb and gay 
Lotharto On the strength of those letters and tle 
testimony of eve wituesses as to what happened 
between the two at a certain hotel in New York, 
where they stopped, preliminary s*eps have been 
taken ig a suit against the Admiral for his un. 
aue mtimacy with Mrs. Wetmore. A sccond 
suit is pow on the docket of the Supreme Court 
of this District for the recovery of something 
over $2,000 which Wetmure alleges the Admiral 
extorted trom him b. threatening him with the 
loss of his place if be retused, and which money 
tie Admiral caused to be sent to Mrs. Wetmore 
for nearly three vears after the divorce, although 
the Court cravted no alimony.

taste, unirritating, and, containing 85 per cent of 
salicylic acid, in the highest degree anti-septic. 

Regarding its prophylactic properties I know 
but little, experimentally, but believe it to be 
‘better than carvolic acid or the sulpho-carbolate 
of soda. Doubtless the most important pre- 
ventive cofsists in strict regard to public and 
private hygiene. It will, be the dawn of the 
Golden Age when we ai! Have as much taste for 
sanitary science as forthe singing of «a Mme. 
Pasta or the dancing of a Taglioni. Science not 
only seeks a remedy but a preventive, of which 
the latter is mostimportant. Stifle the cause 
of disease! Desecrate the very penetralia of 
disease! The efforts making in this direction 
are hopeful. Here and there Legislatures are 
enacting laws in conformity with modern ideas. 
Sanitary surveys are instituted ana conducted 
on a liberal plan; sewerage is being extended: 
slaughter nouses. markets, lodging-houses, 
bac«x-yards, are being cleaused and renovated in 
the interest of public health; water is supplicd 
in abundance from our lakes and rivers; venti- 
lation is more closely observed iu the construc- 
tion of private dwellings, public ouildings, 
business and school buuses. Thus oftentimes 
the purlicus of wretchedness are trausſormed 
into vieinages of health aud purity, and thus 
solution alter solution is reached in the com- 
plicated problem of sanitary reform. And 
while the genera! health is improved, it is ob- 
served also that zymotic diseases diminish in 
direct ratio to the intelligence and rigor of sani- 
tary rule. 

But now disease after disease raises its hydra 
head, and one year this species, another year 
that, assumes a malignant type, aud each case 
calis for the skilled hand of the attending physi- 
cian. This year we have to deal with diputueria. 
and, inasmuch as upon the appearan:e of a dis- 
ease in a dreadful form, there is likely to be a 
panic of panaceas, I have taken this occasion to 
recommend strongly the use of the salicylate of 
sodium.

“The Woman Backed Up a Few Steps.” 
To the Baitor of The Tribune, 

Cod, Jan. g. — A feel it my duty to take 
advantage of vour rerort of the unfortunate 
accident to Mrs. William Turner to call the at- 
tention of the public, and especially ladies, to a 
strange and peculiar feminine habit, fraught 
with great danger. lu your report of the acci- 
dent you say. the woman backed up a few ade h. 
In this simple statement lies the key to nearly 
every accident happening to women on the 
streets of acity. My vocation has given me un- 
usual opportunities to observe this strange habit 
of womankind. Thousands of times have I ob- 
served this action,—* this stepping back a few 
steps,’’—and as many times bave I shuddered 
at the narrow escapes of ladies crossing the 


streets before my borse. I have tried again and 
again to soive the problem of this strange ac- 
tion on the part of women. It is, indeed, a 
psycological study well worthy the atcention of 
anv scientist. Let me expiain this habit more 
explicitly: A lady starts to cross the street; 
when she gets one-third or half way 
over she sees a team approaching; the 
driver in nearly eyery instance wat hes her move- 
ments, and seeks to drive iu bel ma ber. If she 
kept ou ber way, all is weil. If she only stands 
still she is periectly safe. But bere comes in 
the strange and fatal idiosyncrasy of ber sex. 
Just as the driver thinks be can safely drive be- 
hind g. she stops, starts back a iew steps,“ 
and, unless the driver is prompt avd draws his 
horse back on bis haunches, the woman is under 
his feet, or Knockea dowu. Then comes the 
hue and cry that the driveris to blame. How 
can lie help it! All teams cannot be driven on 
a walk and do the business of a greatcity. 1 
have asked manyof the policemen who guard 
tne crossings at the intersections of Randolph 
and Ciark, state and Madison, and other places, 
and they all testify to this universal habit in 
ludies. Tbey ail doit,“ said one of them to 
me, “and I have ali I can do to keep them from 
back. ng under the horses“ feet.“ If your re- 
porter will question a thousand men who drive 
actively througi our streets, they will all con- 
tirm my assertions. I write this in all kindness 
aud sympathy, and would seriously call the at- 
tention of the women oi CUnicago to the great 
risks they run by a blind and thoughtless adher- 
ence to this instinctive habit. I hope they will 
allow me to suggest one invariable rule of con- 
duct when crossing a street, namely: (1) Stand 
perfuctiy still when you see a team coming 
until it nas passed you, for no one will drive 
against you; or (2) Never Hart back and attempt 
to return to the side of the street vou started 
from when you see a team approaching, but 
keep right on, in which case the driver well al- 
ways drive behind you. It teams are approach- 
ing you in Opposite directions, and you are near 
the miadle of the street, stand stil uotil they 
the uave both passed. A conformity to these 
gimiple rules will insure perfect satety to ladies

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Origin of the Fire in the Honore Block. 
‘to the Edifor of The Tribune. 

Cuicago, Jan. The origin of this devas- 
tation of property is a very plain one, and 
may be inspected by any citizea who takes an 
interest in such matters. To the centre of the 
broad entrance-way on Dearborn street there 
is an inclosed elevator whose shaft, on three 
sides, is formed of common scantling. The 
inside face of this elevator-snaft is plastered on 
wire, but the outside has but common. plaster- 
ing. About ten feet west of this elevator is 
the boiler-flue, which wholly projects iuto the 
adjoining store, so that it cannot be seen on 
this side. The boilers are under a roof in the 
court, directly west of the hall-way, and their 
iron smoke-pipe, some three and a half feet in 
diameter, pierces the west walls of the building, 
and goes some twelye feet under the wooden 
first floor of the rear part of the described en- 


trance-way to its proper flue. This im- 
within 


merely by a coat of plastering and by 
asbestos covering of the pipe of a thickness of 
one inch or less. This arrangement proved to 
be what the commonest sense would have first 
called it: a fire-trag, and the wonder is only 
that it took a number of cold seasons before this 
fire broke out. Ihe joints were not only dry 
as powder, but had assumed a state of spou- 
taneoms combustibility, the same as does any 
wood which for a time remains in contact of a 
mere steam-pipe. As it was, ail the joists over 
this smoke- pipe got into a blaze which, within a 
very few minutes, reached the west partition of 
the elevator shaft, wherein the flames found 
their way open tothe roof. Had this beena 
brick partition, or had it been filled in, parti 
only, with brick, the fire would have remained 
below, and found its speedy termination. Had 
there been an extra bundred dollars given out 
for a brick floor op iron beams, reaching 
from the elevator-shait to the west wall, 
there would have been oo fire. Some accounts 
have charged the carpenter-shop with originat- 
ing this fire, but there is vothing destroyed in 
this shop excepting the top of its wooden east 
partition, which was evidently kindled by fire in 
its spread. 

Ine arrangement of any boiler smoke-pipe 
within the immediate vicinity of a wooden ceil- 
ing is as much against the city ordinance as it 
is agalust plain common sense. The ordinance 
gays: 

The woodwork of all boiler-houses and hoiler- 
rooms sail be kept at least six feet from the boiler, 
and four feet trom the breeching or smoke-ton- 
ductor, and one foot trom the dome of the boiler, 
unless such woodwork is properly protected with 
incombustible material, and tuen there shall be at 
least two feet space from the boiler or smoke - pipe 
to the protection. 

The question remains why this dangerous con- 
dition of things was uot noticed by any Buildiag 
or Boiler Iuspector, by avy Underwriters’ Sur- 
veyor, or anybody else. F. BAUMANN,

The County Board.

Cricaco, Jan. 8.—Tbe present County Board 
undoubtedly has the confidence of the public, 
and deserves that confidence. I see by the pa- 
pers that within a few days the Commissioners 
will decide upon letting the contracts for sup- 
plying the different county institutions with 
pread, meat, milk, &. These contracts have 
heretofore been fat things for those obtaining 
the contracts,—as certain favorites wereallowed 
the same, and as no surveillance was exercised, 
they were filied according as was most profitable 
to the contractors, they either reaping a rich 
harvest on extras or by supplying an inferior 
article and getting full prices. But this, I trust, 
is a thing of the past, and all parties who obtain 
contracts will nd that unless honestly carried 
out thev will be calied jo account. 

The people of this county have been so out- 
raged by tue actions of tue old Riog that the 
proceedings of the present Board will be watch- 
ed closely, and anv departure from the plamest 
course ol honesty will be noted, and any Com- 
missioner eo departing will have to answer 
tor it. 

Whilst upon this subject, I should like to add 
a word upon the question of bow to reduce the 
heavy burdens of taxa ion now horne by the 
people. It seems to me that a saving might be 
made by doing away with toe present system of 
Park Boards, and placing the management of 
our parks in the hands of the County Commis- 
sioners, they selecting a committee trom their 
own Board whose duty it should be to take en- 
tire coutrol of the same; if necessary, an addi- 
tional compensation could be allowed, and tbe 
services of ap eill.eat person as Secretary be 
obtained. Such a change could be effected by 
an act of the Legislature, and I think deserves 
consideration by our Representatives at Spriog- 
ueld.
